FIRST MILLION TONS OF SHIPS 
TO BE DELIVERED THIS MONTH 


Vessels Built on Contract for the U. 
S. Shipping Board Will Consti- 
tute the Output. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The 
first 1,000,000 tons of new ships built 
on contract for the Shipping Board 
probably will be delivered before the 
end of the month. 

Last week deliveries totaled five 
steel vessels, with a deadweight ton- 
nage of 37,830, making the grand 
total of 1918 production 924,200 
deadweight tons. 

Deliveries during the first three 
weeks of June have averaged one 
ship a day, with an aggregate carry- 
ing capacity of 125,992 tons. 

The first of 45 steels vessels to be 
built in Japan for the Shipping Board 
has arrived in this country and bcen 
Placed in commission under the 
American flag. The ship is the 
Eastern Sun, a cargo carrier of 9066 
dead weight tons. Of 23 steel ves- 
sels chariered from Japan by the 
Shipping Board 22 have been deliv- 
ered on this side of the Pacific. They 
total approximately 145,000 tons. 

The largest wooden ship ever built 
is soon to be turned out in quantity 
by the Shipping Board. It will be a 
rew model 5000-ton standard type, 
adapted from the 4700-ton boat, now 
being built, which was originated at 
Orange, Tex. All timbers needed 
will be available in the pine forests 
of the North. 


INCREASE IN PRICE OF WHEAT 
GIVEN BY PRESIDENT’S ORDER 


Blanket Authority Authorized for 
Administration Federal Grain 
Corporation. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Blan- 
ket authority to increase the price 
of wheat at primary and other mar- 
kets, with the|approval of Food Ad- 
ministrator. Hoover, above the $2.20 
a bushel minimum price guaranteed 
by presidential proclamation last 
Feb. 21, is given the Food Admin- 
istration Grain Corporation in. New 
York by an executive order of the 
President. 

While no explanation of the order 
was given either at the Food Admin- 
istration or the White House, two 
considerations were believed to have 
influenced the President's. decision 
to permit the Grain Corporation to 
pay higher prices for wheat. The 
first was the increased freight rates 
which will become effective Tuesday. 
Growers must bear this increase and 
without an advance in the price of 
wheat their profits would be materi- 
ally reduced. 

The second was believed to be 
.the situation resulting from the 
deadlock in Congress over the Sen- 
ate’s amendment to the annual ag- 
riculture appropriation bill increas- 
ing the minimum guaranteed price 
for wheat to $2.50 a bushel.

British Women Workers in France Give Lives 
om Old Field of Agincourt When Ger- 
, mans’ Bomb Hut.

IN FRANCE, May 25. | 

ND this is our kitchen, adimin- 
istered by the gentle Waac,”’ 
the young Scotch Colonel said. 

To prove this statement, three young 
women wearing the insignia of the 
Women’s Auxiliary Army Corps ap- 
peared. One of them peered into 
a huge oven, after saluting the Colo- 
mel in military fashion. They were 
Pleasant appearing young persons 
and their short work smocks made 
them even more pleasing. They 
wore low shoes and brown woolen 
stockings and they appeared ‘ mus- 
cular and capable, fit ca@takers of 
the fighting men. 

The Colonel refused to acknowl- 
edge that the Waacs gay? any 
trouble. There were 60 of them at 
the school of musketry which he 
commanded and he thought they did 
the work much better than men 
would have done. They lived in a 
colony of Nissen huts in a compound 
tack of the kitchen garden and we 
next invaded this Waac camp. Th2 
huts look like half a section of a 
length of corrugated iron piping, set 
cn the ground with doors and’ win- 
cows introduced to stop up the.ends. 
Girls off-duty lay on their cots and 
read novels, others wrote letters, 
while others killed time with that 
eternal feminine diversion—washinzg 
their hair. 

Girl Commander of Camp. 

We sought out the Coramander in 
Chief of the Waac colony, who was 
the daughter of a west of England 
farmer before she signed out fot the 
war. She was a  pleasant-faced, 
sturdy girl and the Colone! toid us 
later that she ruled the camp with 
an iron hand. I explained that I 
wanted some details of their daily 
life and work in order to write an 
article on the corps, and we agreed 
that I should return the follo ving 
afternoon, when she would have 
plenty of time to talk. 

The Colonel then showed us ths 
kitchen garden and told of the Ger- 
man prisoners who had iaid it out 
and done the early work in it. 

“They were excellent chaps, those 
five we had,” he said. “They all had 
the iron cross and they were good 
workers. They did like to climb to 
the top of the wall and look into 
the Waac camp, but the Waacs soon 
discouraged that. Some of those 
girls throw extraordinarily well. 

One of our chaps pushed off one 
day and I had no one to send in 
pursuit, so I had to go myself. I 
locked the others up, and my Ser- 
geant-Major and I started. The only 
transport we had was an old Lon- 
don omnibus, with a stairway up 
the back. We must have spent 20 
bob worth of petrol chasing that 
chap. Of course, if he had gone to 
Putney or Hammersmith the eld bus 
would have followed by itself. But 
he didn’t. He ran into a wood a few 
miles down the way about dark, and 
we never heard of him again. 

“I told the others when I came 
back that they should not shove off 
like that. I told them I did not care 
for their escaping, but that if they 
did they would get me the sack. 
Finally, I sent them on to the prison 
camps, when the garden was wel up 
and growing.”’ 


A Walk in the Moonlight. 

Our party of visitors returned to 
our headquarters, a pleasant old 
chateau, for the night. It was some 
30 kilometers from the school. It is 
notorious that the English are in- 
veterate walkers. After dinner the 
English Captain inveigled me into a 
stroll. It was still good light at 9 
p. m. and there was a moon nearing 
the full, so we crossed the valley, 
through dark, shaded lanes, and 
across farm lands, until we came to 
| the field of Agincourt. 
| Beside the ungainly monument 
which marks the field we stopped 
and listened to the airplanes. In the 
hour we were there the air was never 
free of their hum. They were nearly 
all German planes, flying from back 
of their lines for a night attack on 
some hapless town or store of muni- 
tions well back toward the sea, and 
the coveted channel ports. 

The dull, somnolent buzz of. the 
German planes was occasionally 
broken by the sharpér, angrier whirr 
of the British engines. The German 
plane sounds like a lumbering bum- 
ble bee. The English is moré like a 
hornet, with a rise and fall to its ca- 
dence. 

From the east came the low thun- 
der of the big guns keeping up their 
ceaseless pounding, and from the 
west came the tremendous explo- 
sions of the giant bombs dropped by 
the Germans. At times we could 
seem to feel the concussion from the 
aerial torpedoes. As we were ready 
to go we left the heroes of Agincourt 
to dream on in their forgotten graves. 

Ae we walked off the field of fame. 
now devoted to alternate strips of 
wheat and turnips, the different 
murmurs of the opposing airplanes 
could be heard more intermittently. 
The air was fuller of sound, like hiv- 
ig bees. The flow of the Germans 
to the westward was constant. The 
booming of the big pieces was louder. 
We could not tell whether the victous 
whine of the British planes indicated 
that our fighters had gone aloft to 
beat back the foe in the darkness, or 
our bombers were sailing for tho 
Rhine towns to take reprisals. 


There Sprung Up a Light. 

In the west, suddenly there sprung 
up a light. It was far away, but 
strong. like a burning city. Some- 
times the glare would go half way up 
to the zenith, then it would sink back 
almost to the horizon, as a dancer 


spreads out her skirts to sink to the 
stage. 
Obviously the Hun planes had 


found a munition or gasoline dump. 
After the manner of aviators, 
bombs exploding about the flame 
grew more numerous. Once one of 
them hits a target which takes fire, 
the others rush to the flame and 
throw their bombs at it, to destroy 
surroundimg property, ard to prevent 
attempts at salvaging. That. the man 
hig in the air at nights finds a tar- 
gePat all, when he is moving at air- 
plané rate, is remarkable enough. 
When it is found, and reveals its 
place by bursting into flame, small 
wondeF. the other aviators hurry 
to it 

We walked back, talking of old 
wars and new wars. My British Cap- 
tain knew all about the field of 
Agincourt, even in the moonlight. 
Along here the French knights stood. 
Yonder along the hedge were the En- 
glish. The way home took us 
through a glen of rare beauty, with 
the moonlight slanting over the edge. 
It seemed a night made for lovers, 
but straight ahead was Arras, and off 
yonder Amiens, and from both quar- 
ters came the boom of the big guns. 

“At Her Very Best.” 

At the appointed time the follow- 
ing day, I appeared before the Colo- 
nel of the school, to have the agreed- 
upon talk with the leader of the 
Waacs. The Colonel has a dry hu- 
He has been in since the be- 


mor. 
ginning, and has taken grievous 
wounds. One of these was a crash- 


ing blow with a bayonet, apparent- 
‘ly, which hit him on the nose just 
where the bridge ar spectacles would 
ride. The weapon clove down to the 
level of his cheeks, and while the 
wound is well healed, it has left him 
with a twitching of the eyelids, and 
he is given to winking rapidly. He 
-winked away as he signed some 
passes before going out with me, and 
as he rose, he said: 

‘You happen to come at a time 
when you can see this particular 
Waac at her very best. You will 
see her receive her part of her re- 
ward for services to King and coun- 
try.”’ 

Members of the New Zealand 
band, which I had heard practicing 
when there before, were straggling 
across the lawn to the stand in one 
middle of the open place, and some 
soldiers stood about the gate which 
led into the Waac camp, the gate 
which bore the legend, ‘*‘Waacs 
Only.” 

But within the camp everything 
was changed. Windows were broken 
and girls were sweeping up glass and 
refuse. Around the first turning was 
the explanation. One hut was de- 
molished, and the sides of three oth- 
ers were crushed in, while in the 
ground was one of the familiar sheil 
craters. 

“The Hun hit us last night while 
he was feeling around for that petrol 
dump,” the Colonel said. “We: lost 
four women killed and seven wound- 
ed,”’ 

No Interview Now. 

We proceeded into the assembly 
hall’ and there lay the girl who 
would never give me an interview 
now. Side by side, on cots lay the 
‘four Waacs, looking neat and clean 
in their uniforms and service Caps. 
British flags were spread over them. 
and the floor all round was covered 
with the flowers of the French 
spring. 

“Our friend, the French General, 
called this morning to express his 
sympathy,” the Colonel said, as he 
showed me where the French Gen- 
eral had left a mark of his respect, 
and of the appreciation of France. 
Upon each girl’s smock he had 
pinned the Croix. de Guerre. 

After the ruddy-faced young chap- 
lain had said a sermon, the New 
Zealand band played ai funeral 
march, but on the way to the little 
British cemetery, it was the bag pipes 
wild skurl to which we marched. 
Kilted Highlanders bore the pall, and 
the Waacs were buried just behind 
the grave of the aviator, whose rest- 
ing place was marked by a four- 
bladed propeller, three blades cut in 
half; and the fourth driven into the 
ground to make across. The funera! 
was all military, the coffins borne on 
gun carriages, each drawn by four 
mules. Shots were fired over the 
grave and the flowers laid on top of 
the filled ground made a carpét. Only 
the French children peering through 
the fence were left to watch when 
we went away, leaving the Waacs 
lying beside the men they had come 
to France to serve.

Francis Theodore Moorman 
Jr. and Elmer Kuhs Relate 


Taken and Other Incidents. 


Details of the rescue and gallant 
conduct of Lieutenant-Commander 
Wallace L. Lind, executive officer of 
the United States transport President 
Lincoln, 
miles off the Irish coast on May 31, 
were told to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er today by two surviving members 
of the President Lincoln crew who 
arrived at their St. Louis homes 
within the last 36 hours. 

Lieutenant-Commander Lind is the 
husband of Mrs. Hazel Lind, who re- 
sides during her husband’s time at 
sea, with her parents, Dr. and Mrs. 
B, L. Green, at the Windermere Ho- 
tel, and Lieutenant-Commander Lind 
gives St. Louis as his official home. 
He recently spent a furlough here. 

One of the returning survivors is 
francis Theodore Moorman Jr., 31 
years old, son of Mr. and Mrs. F. T. 
Moormann, 2705A Osage street, and 
a machinist’s mate of the President 
Lincoln, who stood by Lieutenant- 
Commander Lind on Deck C of the 
transport and was the last man but 
Lieut. Lind to leave that portion of 
the liner. 

The other is Elmer Kuhs, 22 years 
old, son of Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Kuhs, 
®720 South Thirteenth street, who 
told that Lieutenant-Commander 
Lind floated on a hatch door until 
nearly exhausted. -Kuhs shoved a) 
stern oar to within reach of Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Lind and the officer 
was taken into a lifeboat. 

Incidents of the Sinking. 

Both men also told of the inci- 
dents that led up to the capture of 
Lieut. Isaacs of the President Lin- 
coln by the submarine and Moor- 
mann recited many incidents which 
indicated the care-free spirit of the 
American bluejacket even when he 
is afloat for 20 hours on life rafts. 

“Tjieutenant Commander Lind left 
the bridge and came down to Deck 
© to better direct the launching of 
life rafts and the saVing of his men,” 
Moormann said. “I was sitting on 
the deck beside him smoking a 
cigarette and helped him adjust his 
rubber suit. The Lieutenant Com- 
mander was just as cool as if used 
to being torpedoed every day of his 
life. He gave his orders through a 
megaphone, seeing that none of the 
rafts or boats was overloaded. He did 
not really leave of his own accord, 
then. When I saw that she was 
about ready to go under, I said to/ 
him, ‘Well, I guess I'll be going, 
there ain’t much to do here now,’ and 
plunged.

Food Von Ludendorff Lends to 
Austria Comes From Re- +» 
serves of the Army.

von Ludendorff's decision to lend 
to Austria 5000 tons of grain out af

whatever for the civilian population 
of Germany. This action, coupled 
with the demand for a speedy repay- 
ment of the loan, strengthens the re- 
cent admissions by Conservative 
members in the Prussian parliamen: 
of the unsatisfactory outlook of 
Germany’s food supply. 

Dr. Hoesch’said: “We have been 
unable, so far, to obtain the correct 
security of the nation’s food sup- 
ply. We have a steady falling off 
of production. Things cannot con- 
tinue as heretofore. For supplies we 
must look to Russia, and particu- 
larly to the Ukraine. Unfortunately 
greater Russia is a sharp competitor 
with us for the food in the Ukraine, 
and the possibility of obtaining fur- 
ther supplies from Rumania is slen- 
sent. 

The speaker aired the fact that 
much bad blood had resulted among 
the German peasantry from the ruth- 
less military confiscation of the last 
remnants of flour, grain and seed. 
The peasants’ huts, farms and barns 
in many instances have been sub- 
jected to the indignity of regular 
military occupation by Gerpian 
troops. . 

Regarding the situation in the 
Ukraine, the Cologne Gazette learns 
from official sources that “law and 
order now are quite good in Kieff, 
though the surroundings are sti}i 
insecure.” The Austrians * prgserit 
flour shortage is due to the dBap- 
pointment caused by Bessarabia. 
There are still great food supplies in 
the Ukraine, but the peasants re 
to sell because they have money to 
buPn.

As late as 1867 there was hauled 7000 to's 
of iron from Richmond to Lynchburg on 
the canal to be used in rehabilitating the 
Virginia & Tennessee Railroad, now a part 
of the Norfolk & Western system. In this 
then, war-ridden condition of Virginia ‘he 
canal was sold partly through the infl't- 
ence of the famous Senator, Games 4.

But the railway company does not own t'ie 
James River or any of the rivers andl 
streams that could be used to make a 
navigable aterway from Richmond to 
the mouth of the Kanawha, to the Ohi> 
River. 

A waterway nine feet deep and from 50 
to 100 feet wide from Richmond to the 
Ohio, connecting the Atlantic Ocean with 
the navigable rivers of the Mississippi Val- 
ley states would furnish the almost unli'n- 
ited supply of semianthracite coal of West 
Virginia to many of the large cities of the 
Middle West, and of the Atlantic, direct 
by boats, and also carry by boats the prod- 
ucts of the river states to cities of the i-- 
lantic before unloading. 

A long narrow lake would have to be 
made across the divide with dams and 
locks at each end. Artificial lakes 114 
reservoirs could be readily made in the 
mountainous route of the proposed canal 
to feed the river and keep its depth of 
nine feet the year round, the same depth 
the Government is making for the Ohio for 
its entire length. Much of the coke of 
West Virginia is equal to the best coke of 
Pennsylvania: that has to come west by 
rail. Such coke brought by water trans- 
portation to the steel manufacturing 
plants of the Central West would be a 
boon indeed.

These recipes make 24 small muf- 
fins (3 of which make a 2-ounce 
serving) or 8 very large muffins. 

The ground rolleq oats are the 
same as rolled oats ground in a food 
-chopper. When using oats, mix them 
with the other sifted dry ingredients. 

When corn meal is used, mix—do 
not sift—the ingredients. 

Suggestions: The wheat substitute 
recipes show that a wide variety of 
combinations is possible even when 
limited to the use of a few substi- 
tutes. 

All of the ‘combinations are good. 
In nearly all cases a combination of 
substitutes makes a better product 
than the use of only one substitute. 

Muffins containing oats have a 
particularly. pleasant flavor. 

Other substitutes used with buck- 
wheat will modify the color and im- 
prove the flavor of the product. The 
use of molasses will also do this.
